Economy in ail matters pertaining to 


government affairs has been a cardinal 
plauk in the •platform of all parties for 
many years, but jnst what is meant by 
economy in this direction has never 
been clearly denned. The press gener- 
ally, preciuot statesman and stamp ora- 
tors, always shout lastly fo r econom y 
and reform, while not one in a thousand 
can tell in what particular instance econ- 
omy should be practiced. 
Honesty, 


and not eoouomy, is the word; for us 
long as the funds of the nation are hon- 
estly and economically expended there 
can hardly bo such a thing as extrava- 
gance. An individual may be extrava- 
gant in the use of the funds at his com- 
mand, but not so with the government 
A course pursuer! by the government, 
which may sometimes seen extravagant, 
is really the economical one. 
The 


statesmen who manage the affairs of 
JTranoe realize this fact, and for thou- 
sands of years her people have spent 
millions of dollars annually in beautify- 
ing and strengthening their beautiful 
country. The population of France is 
less than that of the United States, and 
lier territory is only a little greater than 
that of California; and yet her annual 
•expenses are more than double that of 
the United States, and we think our 
government extravagant. It is) this sort 
s>ii extravagant economy that makes the 
French people prosperous and happy. 
While it makes available in its most per- 
fect form every rosource of France, it 
keeps the pool- employed; and so, the 
property of the rich is taxed to give the 
poor a chrmoe to earn bread. France 
long since found out that it is cheaper 


~<ie~pay the poor for work that they may 
ulriy food, than to have them either beg 


or steal that food. As the Lord lives, the 
thing most needed in the United States 
to-day is the furnishing of work to the 
poor. It is the business of the nation 
to see this is done. Idleness alone 
breeds crime, but when want is wedded 
to idleness, the results are liable to be 
monstrous. 
No nation on earth can 


stand, much Uss prosper, that main- 
tains within its borders an army of more 
than two hundred thousand willing 
hands in forced idleness. 


comber succeeding such election, the

ionnl debt. His views upon national 
inaiice are always entitled to respect, 
leoauso no other public man in the ooun- 
ry has given the subject of currency 
and exchange so thorough and careful a 
study. Senator Jones is of opinion that 
he present financial policy is a sound 


; that it releases money, which finds 


nvestment in railroads and other repro- 
ductive works; that the conversion of 
.he funded debt into bonds bearing a 
ow rate of interest is favorable to labor 
and production; and that the taxation of 
he country does not, in reality, press 
leavily upon any- one. These are the 
ending ideas in the interview referred 
.o, and tbey embody the opinions of it 
arge number of economists as well. 


The Post, having long sinoe accepted 


;he pay-as-you-go policy in deference to 
he popular theory, has no objection now 
>o olfer to any plan which will aid in ac- 
complishing that result with the greatest 
celerity and the least possible cost to 
;hs taxpayers. 
But it 
nevertheless 


nolds firmly to the conviction that pub- 
lic securities are as much a necessity of 
settled government, among a commer- 
cial people, as are the legislative and ju- 
diciary branches. There are vast sums of 
;rust money under the control of the 
courts, for example, which cannot be 
safely invested in any other securities 
;han government bonds, not to speak 
of corporate and private trusts, and it 
will be absolutely necessary to devise 
some other permanent securities for 
;heir investment if the national debt is 
to be absolutely extinguished. Wo are 
not, however, now arguing against the 
jositiou whiub Senator Jones^takes in 
•eferring to the puyiuont of the public 
dobt. It is in the'line of settled policy, 
and thero let it rest; but we clesm it 
right to hint, that outside the question 
as to whether the present generation 
should be specially taxed for the relief 
of posterity, who may not appreciate 
our selfbuoritiee, there are social consid- 
erations which bbould riot bs ignored 
when determining the future of tho pub- 
lic debt, 


"We are in entire accord with Senator 


Jones ou the question of specific taxation 
and huve given expression to eirnilar 
thoughts with himself upon this branch 
of the subject. It would be most im- 
politic to reduce taxes for the sole 
purpose 
of lessoning the ability of 


the country to pay of? its debt, as was 
attempted by the vvhisljy, bank and to- 
bacco lobby last session; and we further 
agrev with tho sauioi Senator from Ne- 
vada in his remark In at "public judg- 
ment, based upon morals as well as 
upon economic grounds, clearly is, that 
the taxes oa whisky, befer and tobacco 
should be kept :it such a point as will 
yield a maximum revenue." Bearing 
this constantly in inind, and keeping 
Congress from tha overmastering influ- 
ence of tluBsa great moneyed interests, 
tho country can tivi.o its time for a care- 
ful and thorough jovision of the tariff, 
so as to guard against any injury being 
done to established industries, sweep- 
ing tariff chiiug«H would be quite as in- 
jurious as continued ndheranca to the 
present schedule. This point is clearly 
apprehended by Senator Jones, who ex- 
presses himself in retuieuoe thereto 
with his proverbial terseness and vigor.

The .Five at the tt«g Works. 


Yesterday afternoon a huge column 


of smoke and flame arising from the 
rear of the Reno Gas Co.'s works be- 
tokened 'a raging conflagration in that 
Tioinity. The heavy black vofnmes of 
tarry smoke so overloaded the atmos- 
phere that no one knew the origin 01 
extent of the fire. The cause of the 
conflagration was simple enough 
and 


should certainly be avoided in the fu- 
ture. The refuse tar is conveyed from 
the retorts to the rear of the works 
•where it is boiled in a wooden boiler. 
From this improvised retort the purified 
product flows into ground reservoirs, 
whence it is dipped out and canned to 
be sold in the market. 
From some 


cause the tar in the wooden boiler be- 
came overheated, and taking fire, blazed 
up with a fierce flame and smoke. For- 
tunately the workmen and helping 
neighbors succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames with the aid of sand and dirt 
before the main building caught fire. 
The smoke and flames of the burning 
vat caused a large assembly of neigh- 
bors to congregate, all of whom were 
unanimous in the wish that the tar vat 
and furnace be removed to a safer place. 
Although on the bank of the river, it 
is also alongside of a town ditch and 
liable to spread destruction through 
floating flame at any moment.
